The bill was ABU by As­ 
semblyman Joe A. Gonsalves 
(D - La Mirada). Gonsalves 
noted that any bond issue, 
before being placed on the 
ballot, would have to be ap­ 
proved by a vote of two- 
thirds of tiie directors of the 
transit district.

"I know about the organiz 
ation that is in opposition to 
this bond issue, Gonsalves 
said, "and the kind of money 
we know is going to be put 
into this campaign. If we were 
going to be fair, we would 
ask that the vote is lowered 
to 30 per cent."
